much as 25,000 population, Atlanta 
stands fourth lowest in the scale of il- 
her native white cuail- 
Will we not concern ourselves 
about this blot that will be snown. per- 
haps, even darker by comparison, at the 
next census? 

The condition of our state in respect 
to education is equally as bad for. from 
every standpoint, it falls among the 
lowest six states in the union in respect 
to illiteracy, being the very lowest in 
one classification. Yet, wnen we realize 
that all our economic and social prog- 
ress must depend ypon our schools and 
the kind cf education we give, we should 
be spurred on to better things, particu- 
larly in Fulton, the wealthiest of Geor- 
gia’s counties. 

And we must do something to push our 
state forward, for in some respects it 
has lost and not gained. We were, in 
1900, eleventh among the states in pop- 
ulation, but in the gross value of our 
agricultural products, on which our chief 
wealtn depends, we stood seventeenth, 
having dropped five places since (890. 
Our rank by the grogs value of manu- 
factured products was twenty-sixth, and 
here, too, we had lost one place since 
1890. 

In the per capita value of agricultural 
products we have dropped two places 
since 1'890, and stood § forty-seventh 
among the fifty states and territories 
of the union; In the per capita value of 
manufactured, products we had dropped 
ten places and stood forty-eighth as 
against thirty-eightn in 1890. In every 
respect save population Georgia has 
Jost rank In the decade between 1890 
and !900. 

These are not pleasant facts, even 
from one who is in every sense a Geor- 
gian. But “what a nation wishes in its 
citizens, it must put into jitg schools,” 
and it behooves us to face the truth that 
through our schools, properly construct- 
ed, properly equipped, properly taugat 
and properly supervised, and through 
them alone, can we hope for the right 
sort of education to push us forward 
among the states that are outstripping 
Us and that have long since seen the 
importance of this vital question.

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Player's Contract—Takes Ef- 
fect December 15. 


The national commission has issued 
the following notice to baseball players 
regarding the reservation clause in a 
plaver’s contract: 

“The national commission 
erned by the following rules in 
coming before it in the future where 
the rights of a club to reserve a player 
are questioned: 

“Mirst, where a contract contains a 
reservation clause, the player shall not 
be held to be free from reservation un- 
less the clause is stricken out from 
the contract. 

“Second, where a contract does not 
contain a reservation clause, every club, 
nevertheless, has a right to reserve a 
player, unless the player can produce 
a written agreement that he was not 
to ibe reperved, or a preponderance of 
evidence to that effect. 

“Third, on and after December 15, 
1908, all written agreements releasing 
a player from reservation must be 
written on the same document as the 
contract itself, and no written agree- 
ment offered by a player releasing him 
(from reservation will ‘be congidered 
unless it antedates that time.

POTASH IN CROPS, 


The deficiency of potash in certain 
Soils haS been already discussed, and 
aiso the importance of supplying that 
deficiency. Until within a few years 
the plant food needs of the soil have 
received the chief consideration in the 
formulation of fertilizers for crops. It 
was for some years the practice of 
manufacturers of fertilizers to prepare, 
and of the farmers to apply, the fer- 
tilizer to practically all the crops, with 
little or no regard to the special defi- 
ciencies of the soil and with still less 
to the particular demands of the crop 
lo be grown. By degrees it became a 
recognized fact that some solls were 
particularly deficient in nitrogen, or in 
potash, or in phosphoric acid, and the 
effort was then made to so formulate 
the fertilizer as to increase the rel- 
ative supply of the deficient element. 

In the early history of the use of 
commercial fertilizers the amounts ap- 
pled per acre were quite small, rang- 
ing from three hundred pounds down to 
One hundred pounds, and even less per 
acre. Hlence it was important that 
these light doees should be as exactly 
possible adapted the needs ot 
the particular soil. But of late years, 
| might say particularly since the ex- 
| periment stations commenced to get 
‘results, the average applications have 
| greatiy increased, until it is nothing 
uncommon or remarkable to apply from 
one thousand to two thousand pounds 
of high grade fertilizer per acre, on 
cotton, tobacco and other field crops,

DESTROYING NUT-GRASS. 

J. H. Wright, Philomath, Ga.—W1i)! 
you piease give me a little information? 
is there any way to kill nut-grass or 
check it from spreading? 

Answer: So far as I Know, ftnere 
has been discovered no casy and quick 
method of eradicating nut-grass, es- 
pecially where it covers a large area. 
in this case the most practicable meth- 
od is to keep the land as constantly 
and as densely shaded as possible dur- 
ing the growing season, which lasts 
from April | until killing frost in the 
fall. This shading is only practicable 
by growing such crops as oats, cow- 
peas, sorghum, German millet, sweet 
potatoes, etc. Commencing now I would 
prepare the land for sowing in oats 
during October, the crop to be well fer- 
tilized and sown in “open furrowg”’ (as 
often advised and described). If not 
practicable to sow oats this fall, tnen 
sow from February !5 to March I, seed- 
ing and fertilizing heavily, after 
thoroughly preparing the land. The 
nut-grass will commence coming up in 
April, but will make but a feeble ef- 
fort so long as the Oats are in vig- 
Orous growth. Harvest the oats as 
early as may be convenient and at once 
turn under the stubble and sow in cow- 
peas, fertilizing and seeding Liberally, 
so as to induce a rapid and luxuriant 
growth. This sowing of peas may be 
of an early variety, say, New Era, and 
the vines may be converted into hay, 
or pastured off promptly and followed 
at once by another sowing of Unknown 
‘peas, or sorghum, or German millet, 
which would occupy and shade the 
land until near killing frost. The land 
may then be again sown in oats or 
wheat and vetch, to be grazed down in
